The only two governor contests are 
in Mississippi, where the voters mere­ 
ly ratify the victory won by Governor 
Theodore Bilbo in the recent Demo­ 
cratic primary, and the other, a slam- 
bang contest in Kentucky between 
J. C. W. Beckham, Democrat, and 
Flem D. Simpson, Republican. 
The 
continuance of pari-m utuel betting 
in Kentucky horse-racing hinges up­ 
on the outcome there, Beckman be­ 
ing anti-racing. 
A number of states 
will pass on constitutional am end­ 
ments and legislative enactments, and 
three states, Kentucky, Virginia and 
New* Jersey, select new legislatures. 
The most im portant of the consti­ 
tutional amendments is in New York, 
where the Republicans are endeavor- * 
ing to have the governors elected for j 
four years Instead of tw*o, and have 
the gubernatorial election synchron­ 
ize with presidential election. 
New York is normally a Republi­ 
can state nationally, and the Repub­ 
licans there feel th a t the change in 
the state constitution would 
help 
them in state campaigns. The Dem­ 
ocrats are bitterly opposing it. 
All else in today’s elections is pure­ 
ly local. The contests scarcely afford 
a curtain-raiser for the big show that 
is now getting under way for a year’s 
run into next election day.

New State Code Makes 
Many Traffic Changes 
Secretary Hanlon Warns 


Many changes in the highway code 
have been made, which will take ef­ 
fect the first day of the new year, 
ays B N. Hanlon, secretary of the 
New Castle Motor club, and among 
the most drastic changes are those 
A the speed limits. 
The changes in the law which are 
important are covered briefly below 
for the benefit of the motoring pub­ 
lic 
Mr Hanlon urges that they be 
studied carefully, because they come 
into effect in less than two month’s 
time. 
Speed Limit Raised 
The changes are made in the speed 
inn it laws as follows: 
At all railroad grade crossings, the 
maximum speed limit wi 11 be 20 miles 
an hour. 
When pa.ssing 
school 
houses, 15 
miles an hour. 
At highway intersections in busi­ 
ness or residential districts, 20 miles 
an hour. 
Where 
proper 
signs 
have 
been 
prected in business or residential dis­ 
tricts. 20 miles an hour. 
Under all other conditions, 35 miles 
an hour. 
Trucks are given new speed limits 
by classes. The heaviest pneumatic 
ured truck registered, that of 2600 
pounds, may not travel faster than ( 
12 miles an hour, while no truck may 
travel faster than 26 miles an hour. 
The limit for larger, solid tired trucks 
is 10 miles. Between these figures lie 
the various truck classes. 
Police and fire vehicles may go as 
fast as they like, but this exemption 
ioes not protect drivers from the con­ 
sequence of reckless disregard of the 
rights or safety of others. 
Drive On The Right 
The new code repeats the injunc­ 
tion that the users of the highway 
must at all times keep to the right of 
the center of the highway, except 
♦ 
w here it is necessary to pass another J 
vehicle. The driver of the vehicle « 
about to be passed is forbidden to in­ 
crease his speed 
Before passing, the 
operator must have an unobstructed 
view for 300 feet. Passing on curves 
or on grades is forbidden, as is pass­ 
ing on grade crossings. 
No Horn Blowing 
In the business or residential sec­ 
tions of a municipality the driver of 1 
a motor car is forbidden to make any 
unnecessary noise. Section 1012 pro­ 
vides that the driver of an overtaking 
vehicle shall give audible warning 
ihen attempting to pass another car 


when not in the business or residen­ 
tial districts. 
Through Traffic* Highways 
Cities of the first, second, and third 
classes are empowered to create thru 
traffic highways, as is the secretary 
of highways. This means that there 
will be through traffic state high­ 
ways, as well as streets. No vehicle 
may enter or cross such highways 
without first coming to a full stop. 
Other important parts of the new- 
state code will appear in a condensed 
form in early issues of the New Castle 
News.

or up. the earth’s atmosphere extends, 
but the farther up the thinner and 
colder it becomes. 
There is a cer­ 
tain distance beyond which the avia­ 
tor cannot go, because the air be- 
\ comes too thin to sustain life or sup­ 
port his machine. Meanw’hile the a t­ 
mosphere rotates with the earth. 
If 
it were not so the earth would expe- 


. rience a continual storm—the wind 
sweeping over its surface with a ve­ 
locity of something over 1,100 miles 
an hour! Cities and forests would be 
blown into the oceans and the oceans 
dashed over the continents 
Nevertheless, the earth does slip 
through under the atmosphere 
to 
some extent, causing the so-called 
trade winds. The cold air from cither 
pole is continually moving toward 
the equator, where, becoming heated, 
it ascends and moves back toward 
the poles. Consequently, if the earth 
were not rotating there would be .» 
continual breeze, and also a contin­ 
ual breeze from the south over the 
southern hemisphere 
But the earth. 
. slipping away Just a little beneath 
these air currents, causes the trade 
' winds which blow periodically in a 
certain direction 
in latitudes near 
the equator. 
This, of course, has no bearing up­ 
on sudden local storms which are 
caused by some portion of the earth’s 
surface becoming heated, causing rh* 
air to expand and then contract as 
the colder air rushes in with a cy­ 


clonic movement. 
Nor has if any­ 
thing to do with the tornado which if 
caused by h stream of cold air meet 
mg a stream of warm air. in which 
case they swirl around etch other 
forming 
a 
funnel-shaped 
monster 
dealing death and disaster along a 
narrow path wherever if touches the 
earth's surface. 
There is a vast difference between 
a cyclone and a tornado 
AH winds 
and storms north or south of the 
equator are a part of a cyclone which 
is a current of air circling over 
a 
large area and rarelv doing any clans 
age. A tornado is made up on a small­ 
er scale, but it always means busi­ 
ness.

Such competition always proves mutually beneficial. 
It supplies 
the “ common cause” which mobilizes the entire community back 
of every community project. 
That is because it appeals to the 
patriotism, pride and sportsmanship of the whole citizenry. 
Every state can furnish one or more instances where men, - 
|y rivalry‘between cities or towns has stimulated the growth and 
betterment of both rivals. 
Off hand one can cite Toledo and 
Columbus in Ohio, St. Paul and Minneapolis, Atlanta and Bir­ 
mingham, Baltimore and Buffalo which are near-twins in popula­ 
tion, and countless others. 
Set up two towns on opposite sides

rience a continual storm —the wind 
sweeping over its surface with a ve­ 
locity of som ething over 1,100 miles 
an hour! 
Cities and forests would be 
blown into the oceans and the1 oceans 
dashed over the continents. 
Nevertheless, the earth does slip 
through under the atm osphere 
to 
some extent, causing the so-called 
trade winds. The cold air from either 
pole is continually moving toward 
the equator, where, becoming heated, 
it ascends and moves back toward 
the poles. 
Consequently, if the earth 
were not rotating there would be a 
continual breeze, and also a contin­ 
ual breeze from the south over the 
southern hem isphere. 
But the earth, 
slipping away just a little beneath 
these air currents, causes the trade 
winds which blow periodically in a 
certain direction 
in 
latitudes near 
the equator. 
This, of course, has no bearing up­ 
on sudden local storm s which are 
caused by some portion of the earth's 
surface becoming heated, causing the 
air to expand and then contract as 
the colder air rushes in w ith a cy­ 


clonic m ovem ent. 
Nor has it an y ­ 
thing to do with the tornado which is 
caused by a stream of cold air m eet­ 
ing a stream of warm air. in which 
case they swirl around each other, 
form ing 
a 
funnel-shaped 
m onster 
dealing d eath and disaster along a 
narrow p ath wherever it touches th** 
e a rth ’s surface. 
There is a vast difference between 
a cyclone and a tornado 
All winds 
and storm s north or south of

equator are a part of a cyclone which 
is a current of air circling over 
a
